By means of letters to local mem- 
bers of Parliament ' petitions ; of 
sigiMtut«s, (-radio.-, broadcasts and 
articles' th'cam'piis and metropolit'iin 
newspapers, the local committee 
will -press .for ' implementation of 
tbé;-,Màinëy recommendations on 
scholarships, for changes in the 
unemployment insurance regula- 
tions and for reducing the 'cost of 
text boks. Thé National Executive 
will meanwhile attack the problems 
in Ottawa.
